1 of ſuch perſons as have diſtinguiſhed themſelves in any manner 
from the reſt of mankind, or in tranſmitting to poſterity the actions 

of eminent and learned men, have not always been fortunate enough 
to meet with friends equally attentive to their fame. It has therefore 
frequently happened, that thoſe to whom the world hath been moſt 
obliged in this reſpect, are neglected until all traces of them are loſt, 
except what they leave in their works. 

This hath been the fate of the laborious compiler of the pteſapt 1 71 
ful collection of antiquities in an eſpecial manner. Although the re- 
publiſher of them is ſenſible, that ſome account of the perſon to whom 
the public was originally obliged for the work now a ſecond time offer- 
ed to its patronage, ſhould be prefixed, yet he is apprehenſive that all 
the materials which a diligent enquiry hath produced concerning him, 
will be very inſufficient to gratify that curioſity which is generally 
found to attend the names of thoſe 2 have rendered themſelves 20 
way conſpicuous. 5 
From the engraving prefixed to this work it appears, that the col- 
lector of it was born at Stamford in Lincolnſhire, on the 4th day of 
May, 1692. He was educated at Cambridge, where he took the 
degrees of bachelor and maſter of arts. The firſt work which we diſ- 
cover of his writing is a poem, entitled, Sighs on the Death of Queen 
Anne,” which probably was printed about the time of her death in 
1714. Two years afterwards he printed, in 8yo, <4 TO TYOE ATION; 
% or ai Exerciſe on the Creation, and an Hymn to the Creator of the 
«© World; written in the expreſs Words of the ſacred Text, as an 
<* Attempt to ſhew the Beauty and Sublimity of Holy Scripture.”

<< with ſundry Draughts, Proſpects and Pouttraitures of the Town, 
Monaſteries, Churches, Tombs, Hoſpitals, Gates, Arms, Seals, and 
** other Antiquities,” in a Variety of Sculpture.” The publication of 
this work was haſtened by the appearance of An Eſſay on the an- 
tient and preſent State of Stamford, Ato. 1726, by Francis How- 
grave, who, in the preface to his pamphlet, mentions the difference 


which had ariſen between him and Mr. Peck, on account of the for- 


mer's publication unfairly foreſtalling that intended by the latter. Mr. 
Peck is alſo therein very roughly treated on account of a ſmall work 
which he had formerly printed, entitled, The History of the Stamford 
Bull Running. He had before this time obtained the rectory of 
Godeby, near Melton, in Leiceſterſhire, the any preferment he ever en · 
joyed. In 1729, he printed in a ſingle ſheet, ** Queries concerning the 
Natural Hiſtory and Antiquities of Leicefttrſhire and Rutland, which 
were afterwards reprinted in 1740 but although the progreſs he had 
made in the work was very conſiderable, yet it never made its appear- 
ance, and as much as he had executed of it is ſuppoſed to have been, 


with other materials for the hiſtory of thoſe counties, in the hands of 


the late Sir Thomas Cave, bart. The firſt volume of the preſent col ·

hand, & wrapped them round the wriſt of his left arm, & ſo fought on with his right hand, 
till he killed the Saxon king: and ſoon after fell himſelf, W. K.
